A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 10, 13, 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ron et al. 

Ron et al teach a composition comprising an active and a copolymer of Lactic 
and glycolic acids (Abstract). Particulates are specified (column 2, lines 25-33)). 
Hydroxypropylmethyl cellulose at 0.5-20% is specified (column 5, lines 13-30). 

Claims 10, 13, 18 are rejected. 

Claims 15-17 are objected to as dependent on a rejected claim. 
Claims 19, 20, 22-25, 28, 29 are allowed.
